THE HEALTH  j /  CHARD  BOROUGH. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Chard  Corporation 
on  Thursday,  Dr.  Barnes,  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  read  the  following  satisfactory  report : — 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
Chard  Borough  for  the  Year  1895. 

To  His  Worship  the  Mayor  and  the  members  of 
the  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Chard. 

M*.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen,  —  I  have  the 
honour  of  submitting  the  following  report  on  the 
Sanitary  condition  of  your  Borough  during  the  year 
1895,  and  various  matters  relating  thereto. 

Area  &  Fotulation.— ' The  various  per  centages 
are  based  on  the  acreage  of  the  Borough  as  enlarged  in 
189 J,  viz.,  403  acres,  and  on  the  estimated 
population  of  4,350.  The  number  of  births 
registered  was  117,  viz.,  62  males  and  55  females, 
being  at  the  rate  of  26.9  per  1,000.  Last  year  it  was 
25.2.  The  rate  for  the  United  Kingdom  was  30.3. 

Prevalence  of  Disease.— Although  the  first 
third  of  the  year  was  unusually  severe,  and  the 
summer  season  remarkably  dry,  occasioning  a 
great  amount  of  diarrhea  throughout  the  Kingdom, 
it  did  not  affect  your  district,  as  only  a  few  cases  (8) 
were  attended  by  the  Union  Medical  Officer. 
Indeed,  there  was  an  almost  total  absence  of 
infectious  or  zymotic  diseases.  Only  one  case  of 
scarlatina,  12  of  simple  erysipelas  being  notified. 
There  was  one  case  of  rheumatic  fever  and  4  of 
whooping  cough. 

Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  was  76  (5  less 
than  in  94),  being  at  the  rate  of  17,2  per  1,000,  but 
omitting  the  14  which  occurred  in  the  Union  Work- 
house  the  per-centage  is  14.2.  Last  year  it  was  16.4. 
The  rate  for  the  rural  districts  17.07.  Of  these,  iS 
occurred  during  infancy,  7  during  adolescence,  23 
during  the  prime,  and  22  during  the  decline  of  life. 
One  was  due  to  whooping  cough,  3  (all  infants)  to 
diarrhea,  2  to  rheumatic,  and  I  to  puerperal  fever, 
the  last  being  a  legacy  from  1894  ;  8  to  diseases  of  the 
head,  27  of  the  chest,  viz.,  9  phthisis,  8  bronchitis, 
and  pneumonia,  and  10  of  the  heart  ;  2  to  violent 
deaths,  The  causes  of  death  do  not  call  for  any 
special  remarks,  diseases  of  the  chest  and  senectitude 
causing  55  of  the  76.  Of  the  16  infants  who 
succumbed,  4  were  certified  as  premature  birth,  2 
congenital  malformation,  6  diseases  of  the  bowels,  3 
diseases  of  the  chest, land  one  by  coroner’s  inquisition 
The  mothers  of  9  of  these  14  worked. in  a  factory. 

10  id  id 
actual  work,  as  to  t  he  improper  feedirt|f"jhcfneg:i  ui  up 
their  offspring  receive  during  the  time  that  work  is 
being  done.  During  the,  first  six  months,  the  cold 
raised  your  death  rate  to  22.6,  and  the  dry  warmth 
of  the  last  six  reduced  it  to  12.2.  The  following  table 
epitomises  the  ages  at  which  deaths  occurred, 
grouped  according  to  tables  furnished  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  :  —

houses,  and  thereby  is  a  constant  source  of  annoyance 
and  danger  to  the  neighbourhood.  The  occupier 
has  been  frequently  cautioner), tbut  makes  no 
attempt  to  remedy  the  many  defects'!' have  enumer¬ 
ated.  The  slaughter  MVu^es  are  regularly  inspected 
and  whitewashed,  and  are  kept  fairly  clean,  but 
owing  to  their  faulty  construction,  are  never  perfectly 
satisfactory,  even  in  cold  weather,  whilst  in  summer 
they  are  an  undoubted  annoyance  to  the  surrounding 
houses. 

Lodging  Houses. — There  is  no  common  lodg¬ 
ing-house  in  the  Borough. 

Cowsheds. — These  are  regularly  inspected  and 
kept  fairly  clean. 

Bakehouses. — Bakehouses  and  Slaughterhouses 
are  inspected  and  limewashed  every  quarter. 

Since  the  above  was  written,  I  have  obtained  the 
Registrar  General’s  report  for  1895,  and  am  pleased 
to  find  the  vital  statistics  of  your  district  compare 
favourably  with  those  of  the  rural  districts  of  the 
whole  kingdom.

In  conclusion,  I  cannot  but  feel  that  great  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  effected  during  the  year  that  is  past, 
and  that  the  one  on  which  we  have  entered  is 
pregnant  with  good  work,  viz.,  new  Bye-laws, 
the  Crcwkerne  Road  Sewer,  extension  of  the  Water 
Works,  and  enlargement  of  the  Sewage  Farms.  By 
persisting  in  well  doing  we  emphasize  what  has 
been  well  done,  and  1  am  confident  that  you,  gentle¬ 
men,  whilst  sedulously  avoiding  any  unnecessary 
outlay, or  reckless  expenditure  of  the  funds  entrusted 
to  you,  will  relax  no  effort  in  placing  and  maintain¬ 
ing  your  Borough  in  an  efficient  sanitary  condition.

Water  Supply.  —  Notwithstanding  the  long 
continued  draught,  the  supply  of  water  was  ample 
and  of  excellent  quality  ;  indeed,  since  the  alteration 
was  made  with  the  overflow  from  Field  Bars  Pond, 
no  complaints  have  been  received.  It  is  much  to  be 
regretted  that  the  large  amount  of  water  always 
running  to  waste  cannot  be  inexpensively  stored  at  a 
high  level,  as  it  would  be  a  great  boon  to  many  of 
the  householders,  and  a  source  of  income  to  the  rate¬ 
payers. 

Sewage  Works. — I  will  only  just  allude  to  the 
fact,  well  known  to  all  you  gentlemen,  viz.  :  the 
inefficiency  of  the  small  amount  of  land  at  the  sewage 
works  to  deal  with  the  sewage  in  times  of  excessive 
rain  and  floods.  There  is  every  reason  to  hope  that 
this  will  be  soon  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  that  the 
acquisition  of  the  additional  land  required,  and  the 
plans  now  being  prepared  by  your  engineer,  will 
permit  of  the  work  being  commenced  in  the  Spring. 

I  have  not  heard  of  any  complaints  during  the  year 
of  the  effluent  from  the  works.  Indeed,  I  consider 
there  has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  it,  attribut¬ 
able  to  two  causes,  the  rainfall  being  less,  and  the 
raising  of  the  manholes  above  the  level  of  the  road, 
and  thereby  keeping  the  surface  water  out  of  the 
sewers.  Neither  have  I  had  any  complaints  of 
offensive  emanations  from  the  ventilators.  As  your 
sewers  are  constructed  with  such  a  good  initial 
velocity  and  fall,  it  is  impossible  for  sewage  to  collect, 
as  there  is  always  about  two  inches  of  water  running 
in  them  ;  whilst  Holyrood  and  Coombe  Streets, 
where  the  gradients  are  slight,  are  regularly  flushed, 
in  warm  weather  two  or  three  times  weekly.  As  it 
is  contemplated  to  erect  ventilating  shafts  for  the 
sewers  in  various  parts  of  the  Borough,  I  would 
remark  that  sewer  ventilation  is  a  very  complex  and 
difficult  process,  and  one  not  to  be  undertaken  except 
under  the  advice  of  a  thoroughly  practical  engineer. 

I  believe  it  is  a  fixed  principle  that  the  shafts  should  1 
not  be  too  numerous,  or  have  a  greater  capacity  than 
is  requisite  to  relieve  pressure,  all  true  ventilation 
being  attained  at  the  highest  level,  it,  therefore, 
follows  that  situated  as  your  town  is, ventilation  would 
be  effected  by  carrying  up  a  shaft  at  the  initial  end  of 
your  sewers. 

Bye-Laws.  —  The  bye-laws  in  force  may  be  , 
described  in  the  phraseology  of  the  19th  century  as 
not  being  “up-to-date,”  and  therefore  very  much  out 
of  harmony  with  the  sentiments  of  the  members  of  the 
Town  Council.  I  am  pleased  to  hear  they  are  at 
once  to  be  remodelled,  (the  bye-laws  not  the  members  1 
of  the  Council),  and  then  I  shall  suggest  the  1 
advisability  of  making  a  very  stringent  one  for  the 
ventilation  of  drains  in  all  new  buildings  ;  if  this  is  1 
scientifically  carried  out,  under  proper  supervision,  1 
you  are  providing  sewer  ventilation  of  the  most  < 
simple  and  efficient  description.  There  are  various 
other  matters  which  require  to  be  clearly  defined,  and  , 
which  I  will  place  before  the  committee  appointed  to 
draw  up  the  bye-laws. 

Scavenging  &  Refuse  Disposal.— An  apt 
illustration  of  the  saying  “an  increased  supply  creates 
a  demand”  is  exemplified  by  the  collection  of  ashes 
and  house  refuse.  Twelve  months  since,  the  cart 
went  round  only  on  Saturdays,  and  comparatively 
few  householders  availed  themselves  of  it.  Now, it  has 
to  go  round  three  times  weekly,  and  about  three- 
fourths  of  the  house  refuse  is  removed  by  it,  and 
many  an  old  dustbin  and  disease  perminator  abolished. 

Dilapidated  Houses. — A  decided  improvement 
has  been  effected  in  these.  I  can  point  with  satis¬ 
faction  to  the  higher  part  of  Old  Town,  which  is  in 
as  good  a  sanitary  condition  as  it  is  possible  to  make 
old  thatched  cottages.  Providence  Place  has  been 
done  up  throughout,  and  had  shooting  and  down  ' 
pipes  fixed,  but  unfortunately  this  class  of  house  > 
commands  only  a  certain  class  of  tenant,  who  soon 
reduces  his  home,  however  much  may  have  been  1 
spent  on  it,  to  a  state  worse  than  before.  The  < 
problem  is  how  to  deal  with  such  people  :  I  would  t 
venture  to  remark  that  in  my  opinion  on  this  point  t 
the  Public  Health  Act  is  deficient,  for  instead  of 
sanitary  authorities  being  able  to  compel  the  tenant  f 
(by  whose  filthy  habits  and  neglect,  his  home  is  1 
rendered  uninhabitable,  and  a  danger  and  nuisance  , 
to  his  neighbours),  to  put  it  in  decent  repair,  it  can 
only  come  on  that  very  much,  and  often  very 
unjustly,  abused  individual,  the  landlord.  Howell’s  * 
Row  remains  in  the  same  disgraceful  state  as  last  1 
year,  the  reason  is  that  the  trustees  are  in  treaty  with 
the  owner  ot  adjoining  properly,  to  sell  it,  in  that 
case  it  would  probably  be  rased  to  the  ground,  a 
consummation  so  devoutly  to  be  wished  for  that  !  have 
not  resorted  to  extremes,  as  I  should  otherwise  have 
done. 

Unwholesome  Food. — The  carcase  of  a  large 
pig  was  seized  and  destroyed  in  consequence  of  its 
having  measles  when  slaughtered.  The  owner  was 
not  prosecuted,  as  there  was  no  attempt  at  conceal¬ 
ment,  the  meat  having  been  only  just  brought  to  the 
shop.  I  would  take  this  opportunity  of  making  it 
known  that  eating  measly  pork  is  likely  to  be 
attended  with  very  grave  consequences,  and  as  the 
disease  is  so  apparent  to  any  one  having  the  most 
rudimentary  knowledge  of  meat,  that  in  all  cases,  . 
coming  to  the  knowledge  of  your  officers,  where  it  or 
indeed  any  meat  that  is  not  lit  for  food  is  exposed  for 
sale,  the  owners  will  be  prosecuted.  1 

Slaughter  Houses. — Applications  for  licenses 
for  three  additional  slaughter-houses  bring  this  i 
subject  prominently  before  your  notice.  I  have  only 
recently  reported  to  you  on  it,  and  suggested  whether  , 
now  would  not  be  a  convenient  time  to  erect  a  public  i 
abattoir,  and  considering  the  number  of  butchers 
there  are  in  Chard,  I  see  no  reason  why  one  should  < 
not  be  a  financial  success,  as  it  is  in  many  other,  i 
though  certainly  larger  towns.  I  am  informed  that  1 
meat  “  sets  ”  better  and  has  a  higher  “  bloom  ”  in  a  < 
properly  constructed  public  abattoir  than,  as  is  too  : 
frequently  the  case,  in  a  close  ill-ventilated  slaughter  1 
house.  A  public  abattoir  would  extinguish  many  1 
dangerous  nuisances,  and  remove  sights  demoralising 
to  all,  especially  the  young.  There  can  be  no  doubt  1 
of  the  desirability  of  putting  an  end  to  the  present  i 
system  of  slaughtering  in  houses  in*  every  respect  1 
unsuitable  for  the  purpose.  I  should  advise  that  the 
slaughter  house  and  the  building  adjoining,  which  is 
used  as  a  stall  to  fatten  bullocks  and  pigs,  in  Old 
Town,  should  be  closed.  It  is  badly  paved  and 
(trained,  generally  has  a  large  heap  of  manure  and
